THE PROCLAMATION. 

Here is its text: 
“Prociamation by the President: 
“I hereby designate the period of 
June 23 to June 30 next as recruit- 
ing weel for the regular army. and 
call upon unmarried men between 
the ages of 18 and 40 years who 
have no dependents, and who are 
not engaged in pursuits vitally nec- 
essary to the prosecution of the war, 
to present themselves for enlistment

It is desired by the President and 
the Secretary of War to fill both 
the regular army and the National 
Guard to full strength before the 
operation of the draft begins. On 
April 1 the army needed 183.898 ad- 
ditional men; since that date 121.363 
men have been recruited. There re- 
mains 62,635 men to be obtained. 
It is estimated that discharges will 
cause a loss of sume 7000 men. Thus, 
as the President stated, 70.000 men 
must come to the colors. It is hoped 
they will consist of men between 1 
and 21 years and between 30 and 40 
years, since the draft will apply to 
men between 21 and 30 years inclu- 
sive.
